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All 3 GUI Incumbents Win 
Seats; 2 Newcomers Also In

A ticket consisting of two incumbents, Donald Volk and 
Stephen Polaschik, and two newcomers, Mary Clarke and James 
Wright, outslugged an opposing ticket last week to win seats on 
the Greenbelt Homes, Inc. board of directors. Another incum¬ 
bent, Hugh O’Donnell, won election, but Peter Brunner and Ruth 
M. Dee of the opposing ticket lost out in their bid for the board. 
A total of 421 votes were cast, the lowest since 1970, when an 
identical number were cast; 244 brick members voted, 177 frame. 
There were 16 proxy votes cast. 


Top votegatherer was Mrs. Clarke 
with 336 votes, some 41 ahead 
of O’Donnell. Volk, Polaschik, and 
Wright followed in that order. 
Brunner and Ms. Dee finished out 
of the money by about 40 votes. 
The accompanying chart shows the 
vote. 

The five winning candidates now 
join the present four incumbents — 
James Smith, Norman Weyel, James 
Foster, and Virginia Moryadas — 
to round out the 9-member board. 
The organization of the new board 
and the election of officers will take 
place at the next meeting of the 
board on Thursday, June 12. 

In the voting for the 3-member 
audit committee, incumbents Joe 
Reid and Janet James were high 
with 289 and 280 votes, respectively. 
Third place went to Arthur Gropp 
with 253 votes. The unsuccessful 
candidate — Nancy G. MacCord — 
received 226 votes. 

At the Thursday evening meeting, 
a 5-member nominations and elec¬ 
tions committee was elected consist¬ 
ing of Josephine Seay, Mary Jane 
Kinzer, Wayne Williams, Katherine 
Keene and Martin Haker, who fin¬ 
ished in that order. Other candi¬ 
dates were Carolyn Perini, Mary 
Moien, and Shirley Egenreider. 

Evening Meeting 

At the evening meeting, the hot¬ 
test debate occurred with respect 
to a proposed bylaw change author¬ 
izing the board to "pass-through” 
increases in the cost of certain un¬ 
controllable items such as fuel oil 
prices, electricity costs, taxes, waste 
collection charges, and water and 
sewer rates. 

At present, the board must get 
the approval of the membership 
when operating costs are increased 
by 10 percent or more, even when 
such increases are caused by un¬ 
controllable items. The change 
would still have required member¬ 
ship approval for increases of 10 
percent or more, but would have 
permitted the board at quarterly in¬ 
tervals to increase members’ oper¬ 
ating charges. 

The membership was fairly even¬ 
ly divided on the issue, and since 
a bylaw change must obtain a two- 
thirds majority, the "pass-through’ 
motion went down to defeat. 

The major argument in favor of 
this change was that it would give 
the board the necessary flexibility 
to meet unexpected and uncontroll¬ 
able increases in operating expenses 
which otherwise would produce

deficits and require elimination of 
services. 

The major arguments against 
were: 

(1) The membership, if properly 
educated, will approve justifiable 
increases of 10 percent or more and 
that it is desirable to require the 
board to submit the budget to mem¬ 
bership scrutiny. 

(2) Adoption of the change would 
diminish an important membership 
control over corporation costs. 

(3) The mechanism used to effect 
the pass-through is cumbersome 
and its application would be sub-- 
ject to dispute. 

Other Action 

One bylaw change that passed 
without trouble was a clarification 
of the procedure for amending the 
bylaws. The change makes clear 
that bylaw changes will not be sub¬ 
ject to referendum; instead changes 
will have to be adopted at duly 
functioning membership meetings. 
A final proposed bylaw change re¬ 
garding working capital was tabled. 
Also not acted upon, because of the 
absence of a quorum, was a pro¬ 
posal to spend $32,000 for another 
energy-saving project in the North 
End of town. 

Hutzler Charges 

The membership heard a progress 
report from the special investigat¬ 
ing panel which stated that the ev¬ 
idence reviewed to date has failed 
to substantiate the charges made by 
Martha Hutzler of mismanagement 
on the part of board and/or man¬ 
agement. Ben Rosenzweig, chair¬ 
man, said that when the panel com¬ 
pletes its review of the material 
submitted by Mrs. Hutzler it will 
invite her to meet with it. 

The Audit Committee submitted 
a documented report in which ft 
also found that the Hutzler allega¬ 
tions were incorrect and in some 
cases were based on a misreading 
of the financial report. 

Regarding the charges made by 
Mrs, Hutzler to the Maryland At¬ 
torney’s Office, GHI is in receipt of 
a letter from Deputy Attorney Gen¬ 
eral Henry P. Lord dated April 9 
which stated that the allegations 
are under review to determine whe¬ 
ther any basis exists for referring 
the matter to the Prince George’s 
county attorney. At last Thursday’s 
meeting, GHI counsel Albert Gins¬ 
berg stated that there are no new 
developments. 

From the floor, Mat Amberg sta¬ 
ted that it was intolerable for mem¬ 
bers who have differences of opin¬ 
ion on judgmental matters to go 
outside the corporation and seek to 
bring criminal charges against the 
corporation. He thought it time 
that the board considered termin¬ 
ating the contracts of members who 
engage in such tactics — a senli- 
ment that was greeted with a hear¬ 
ty round of applause.

Water Rate Increase 
Approved By County 

Following a joint session with 
Montgomery county council, the 
Prince Georges county council on 
May 22 approved a combined water 
and sewer rate increase of 15 cents 
above last year’s assessment of $1.08 
per 1,000 gallon consumed. The new 
rate reflects a two cent decrease 
from the original amount requested 
by the Washington Suburban San¬ 
itary Commission. 

No cost-of-living pay raise was 
authorized in the budget. Any cost- 
of-living pay raise will have to be 
funded within the approved budget 
with no general decrease in the 
commission’s personnel. 


City Council Ready To OK 
Budget Witt No Tax Hike

Last Monday’s public hearing on the 1975-76 municipal 
budget confirmed the general feeling that city council was going 
to stick closely to the original budget submitted in April by 
city manager James K. Giese. This budget called for continua¬ 
tion of the city property tax rate of $1.03 per $1000 assessed 
valuation and expenditures in the neighborhood of $1.7 million. 
In fact, if present revenue estimates hold up, there may be a 
reduction of 1 or 2 cents on the tax rate. 


Final adoption of the budget 
will take place on Monday, June 9. 

At Monday’s hearing council in¬ 
dicated that it will approve: 

(1) A 5% across-the-board cost- 
of-living increase for city em¬ 
ployees with a 2% selective in¬ 
crease for certain employees under 
a new pay plan. 

(2) Establishment of a reserve 
for capital improvements in an 
amount equal to a 3c levy plus 
restoration of part of the reserve 
funds placed in the 1965 budget 
which were not realized because of 
the shortfall of revenues. 

(3) Use of $43,000 of Federal 
general revenue-sharing funds to 
balance the budget. 

Changes 

Council indicated a few changes 
in expenditure items. As a result 
of funding assistance received 
from State and county sources for 
Greenbelt CARES Youth Service 
Bureau the city will be putting 
up considerably less than the $10- 
000 orginially contemplated for 
fiscal year 1976. Council also is ex¬ 
pected to reduce the expenditures 
for operation of the Springhill Lake 
Recreation Center because the 
building will not be in operation 
the entire year. The budget orig¬ 
inally called for expenditures of 
$45,800 in this area. Finally, coun¬ 
cil indicated that it would reduce 
its contributions to volunteer city 
recreation organizations, including 
requests for new equipment by the 
band and the tennis association. 

On the other hand, council also 
indicated that there will be some 
miscellaneous increases amount¬ 
ing to under $2,000. These included 
such things as pay for the newly- 
appointed Board of Elections, re¬ 
imbursement of expenses for coun- 
cilmen when meeting with other 
jurisdictions on city business, and 
the cost of a special affair honor¬ 
ing city advisory board members. 

Waste Collection 

On the question of meeting the 
deficit in waste collection, which 
is intended to be a self-support¬ 
ing operation, majority sentiment 
of council appeared to favor an 
increase of 25% in charges, al¬ 
though there was some talk of 
considering the reduction of col¬ 
lections from three times to two 
times a week. Councilman Gil 
Weidenfeld suggested at the least 
that the electorate be asked to give 
their views in connection with 
the biennial questionnaire prepar¬ 
ed by the city in September. 

Some objections to the twice-a- 
week pickup included a feeling 
that Greenbelt Homes, Inc. homes, 
unlike the detached homes, do not 
have the storage space to accum¬ 
ulate garbage and that a twice-a 
week pickup would make it diffi¬ 
cult to reinstitute the separate 
waste paper collection drive. 

Swimming Poo] 

Another intended self-supporting 
operation, the swimming pool, also 
came in for discussion on how it 
should be financed. Here the ques¬ 
tion was the need for additional 
capital expenditures for such items 
as filling in the shallow part of 
the pool, installing of a turning 
wall, and renovating th~ plumbin^ 
in the bathhouse. With current 
income not expected to cover cur¬ 
rent operating expenditures, coun¬ 
cil was reluctant to increase the

general tax rate to finance capi¬ 
tal improvements for the pool. 

Council finally leaned toward the 
idea of examining the possibility 
of using general revenue-sharing 
funds or including the items as 
part of a general bond issue. A 
decision will not be made until a 
later date since such renovations 
in any event would have to await 
the end of the swimming season. 

Attendance was sparse at the 
public hearing, and there was little 
controversy. Joseph Hanyok thought 
that with everybody tightening his 
belt, the city should do likewise, 
but made no specific suggestions 
except to decrease electric bills, 
perhaps by cutting down on park¬ 
ing lot or street lights. 

Police Expenditures 

Police department expenditures 
came in for much discussin. Bob 
Smith, president of the local Fra¬ 
ternal Order of Police, thought 
council should increase the police 
force since a community of 19,000, 
according to national standards, 
should have a force of 23 po 1 ^ 
men, and the city' of Greenbelt 
has only 18. 

A question was raised whether 
national standards can be applied 
to specific communities with dif¬ 
ferent potentials for crime. Sever¬ 
al councilmen pointed to the low 
incidence of crime in Greenbelt 
as indicative of a less-than-aver- 
age need for police officers. 

This, in turn, raised the question 
of the extent to which the lower 
incidence was due to the police 
force and its relative effective¬ 
ness. Generally it was agreed that 
a number of factors contribute to 
the lower crime rate — character 
of community, active recreation 
program, well-trained police force, 
cooperation of citizens, Greenbelt 
CARES, etc. As to the effectiveness 
of the police department, all the 
councilmen expressed satisfaction 
with the performance of the police.

Fewer Garden Apartments 
Voted by County Council 

In a major reversal of county 
development policies, the Prince 
Georges county council on Tues., 
May 6, voted to restrict garden ap¬ 
artments by reducing the number 
of units that can be built per acre. 

On an 8-3 vote, with the dissen¬ 
ters arguing for stricter controls, 
builders will be allowed to con¬ 
struct 12 rather than 20 units per 
acre in low-rise buildings in the 
R-18 zone and 10 rather than 14.5 
units per acre in the R-30 zone. 

The vote eliminated more than 
16,300 units that might have been 
built under old zoning and sent 
back more than 26,000 units “back 
to the drawing boards,” according 
to council chairman Francis B. 
Francois. 

Garden apartments usually are 
two- and three-story walkup build¬ 
ings that traditionally have been 
rented for the lowest housing pric¬ 
es available in the county. By re¬ 
ducing the allowable densities for 
such garden apartments, the coun¬ 
cil hopes to make building such 
apartments economically unfeasible. 
Builders then would be more in¬ 
clined to build either “mid-rise” 
apartments with more open space 
surrounding them or seek new zon- 
ings for townhouses or single-fam¬ 
ily homes. 

Economic Effect 

Many county officials have con¬ 
tended for years that the high pro¬ 
portion of garden apartments in 
the county — 85 percent of the 
county’s 200,000 apartment bed¬ 
rooms are in garden apartments 
and half of the county’s 649.000 
residents live in apartments — 
threatens to ruin the county’s ec¬ 
onomy. This, they contended, 
would be principally because of 
garden apartments’ small contribu¬ 
tion to the county’s tax base, rela¬ 
tive to the contribution of single¬ 
family homes. 

Consultant studies in recent years 
also have indicated that uncontroll¬ 
ed apartment development of the 
last two decades has contributed 
greatly to the suburban sprawl, 
crime, and overburdened public ser¬ 
vices that trouble the county today. 

The legislation includes a “grand¬ 
father clause” to provide equity for 
builders who as of May 1 already 
had authorization for sewage hook¬ 
up, not contingent upon the avail¬ 
ability of treatment plant capacity. 
They will be allowed to proceed 
with construction, provided appli¬ 
cation for a building permit is made 
by May 1, 1976. About 4,609 units 
are affected, largely in the Piscat- 
away and Western Branch water¬ 
sheds. 

Condominiums 

In follow-up action on May 20, 
the county council unanimously 
enacted a bill creating two zon¬ 
ing designations for garden-type 
condominiums in the hope of in¬ 
ducing developers to construct 
housing that aids the county’s 
fiscal position. 

The bill holds a carrot out to 
condominium builders by permit¬ 
ting two more dwelling units per 
acre — a total of 12 in the new R- 
30C category and 14 units in the 
new R-18C zone — than would 
be allowed if the developer chose 
to build under the comparable 
zoning for rental units. 

Apartments built in the R-18C 
and R-30C zones may be rented 
as an alternative, but they would 
be taxed at a higher fair market 
value. 

The bill requires a builder to 
file a “master deed” under State 
law governing condominium con¬ 
struction and which establishes 
each unit as a separate property. 

The aim of the bill is to encour¬ 
age condominium construction for 
middle-income purchasers and 
thus equalize the tax rolls.

On May 5th, 1975 the City Council of Greenbelt, Maryland adopted 
Charter Amendment Resolution Number 1975-5 and the following 
Title of the Resolution is a fair summary of the amendment: 

Charter Amendment Resolution Number 1975-5 

RESOLUTION OF THE CITY OF GREENBELT ADOPTED PUR¬ 
SUANT TO THE AUTHORITY OF ARTICLE 11E OF THE CONSTI- 
UTION OF MARYLAND AND SECTION 13 OF ARTICLE 23A OP' 
THE ANNOTATED CODE OF MARYLAND (1957 EDITION AS 
AMENDED), TITLE “CORPORATION-MUNICIPAL ” SUBTITLE 
“HOME RULE,” TO AMEND THE CHARTER OF THE CITY OF 
GREENBELT, SAID CHARTER BEING SUBTITLE 40 OF ARTICLE 
17 OF THE CODE OF PUBLIC LOCAL LAWS OF MARYLAND 
(1963 EDITION AS AMENDED) AND CONTAINING IN WHOLE 
OR IN PART THE CHARTER OF THE CITY OF GREENBELT, 
BY REPEALING AND REENACTING WITH AMENDMENTS 
SUBSECTION 1, TITLE “ASSESSMENTS,” OF SECTION 40-63, 
TITLE “TAX PROCEDURE,” TO PROVIDE THAT THE ASSESS¬ 
MENT OF TAXABLE REAL AND PERSONAL PROPERTY LO¬ 
CATED WITHIN THE CORPORATE LIMITS OF THE CITY 
MADE BY THE PRINCE GEORGE’S COUNTY SUPERVISOR OF 
ASSESSMENTS AND THE STATE DEPARTMENT OF ASSESS¬ 
MENTS AND TAXATION SHALL BE USED AS THE BASIS FOR 
TAXATION BY THE COUNCIL OF GREENBELT 

The above amendment shall become and be considered a part 
of the Charter of the City of Greenbelt, Maryland, according to the 
terms of the amendment, in all respects to be effective and observed 
as such, upon the 24th day of June, 1975, unless on or before the 
fortieth day after passage which shall be the 14th day of June, 1975, 
there shall be presented to the Council of the City of Greenbelt, 
Maryland, or mailed to it by registered mail, a petition for referendum 
signed by twenty percent or more of the persons qualified to vote in 
the general election of the City of Greenbelt, requesting that the 
above Charter Amendment be submitted to referendum to the voters 
of the City of Greenbelt.

Highrise No Solution 

To the Editor: 

Those of us who attended the 
May 11 public meeting concerning 
housing for the elderly, agreed 
as to its desirability. For var¬ 
ious reasons, several of us did 
not agree that a highrise was the 
proper solution for the elderly. 
From a safety aspect, Jordan 
dioper stated his feelings against 
a highrise building with elevators 
that could not be operated during 
fires. This comment was brought 
to my mind quite vividly during a 
recent stay at a motel. At the 
elevator was a prominent warning 
“DO NOT USE IN CASE OF 
FTOE” 

Having lived here for more than 
39 enjoyable years, the mere threat 
of a highrise is cause for concern. 
With the precedent of a highrise, 
how long do you think any private 
property owner or developer in 
Greenbelt will remain quiet? It 
wfll then be a matter of time be¬ 
fore Old Greenbelt, as so many 
of us have known it, will be gone— 
permanently. Is a highrise town 
the legacy we really want to leave 
to those who will come after us? 
It's my firm belief that proper 
housing for the elderly is not of 
the highrise type. Significantly, 
the National Capital B'nai Brith 
Housing Foundation, a non-profit 
corporation, is now changing to a 
three-story apartment complex for 
senior citizens. The site is adja¬ 
cent to Rossmoor community, and 
less than a mile to shopping cen¬ 
ters and recreation facilities. 

It was during the ’30’s that I had 
the pleasure of meeting the late 
Clarence Stein, and subsequently 
attended his course in town plan¬ 
ning. I now wonder what this 
gentle man, who was the consul¬ 
tant for all three Greenbelt towns, 
would say about this threat to his 
planned community.

No Chang* ln^$3.37 
County Tax Rate 

County Council, in the face of 
a general economic slowdown and 
increasing costs, has enacted a 
$384.7 million budget that holds 
the line on the general property 
tax rate of $3.37 per $100 assessed 
valuation while maintaining the 
present level of services. At the 
same time, council added 50 new 
police officers to the force and 
pledged to have the 103 men au¬ 
thorized in last year’s budget 
trained to be on the streets this 
year. Council earmarked $600,000 
for replacement of 148 worn po¬ 
lice patrol cars not proposed in 
the executive’s budget and set a- 
side $123,000 for new ambulances 
and other rescue equipment for 
the fire department. 

As a result of a reduction in state 
aid for special education, the 
school budget was reduced by $1.1 
million at the board's request. 
Nevertheless, the education fund 
was left at the $206.6 million level 
that School Superintendent Has- 
sel said could maintain the school 
system and provide program im¬ 
provements of $2.6 million. 

No cost-of-living pay raise was 
funded for the county’s 4,000 em¬ 
ployees, although council chair¬ 
man Francois suggested a supple¬ 
mentary appropriation from the 
executive in subsequent weeks 
might deal with the issue. Prince 
Georges county still is awaiting a 
final accounting of the monies it 
will receive from enactment of 
several state revenue bills. Re¬ 
versing an earlier decision, the 
county’s subsidized day care pro¬ 
gram will continue next fiscal year 
while the executive and other coun¬ 
ty officials investigate means of 
lowering the unusually high per 
pupil cost of pre-school educa¬ 
tion.
